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New Version of the Abstract: 

A dual-zoned, three-dimensional, resilient absorbent web is disclosed which is suitable as body- 
side liner for absorbent articles such as feminine pads, diapers and the like. When used as a liner 
in absorbent articles, the dual-zoned web combines the advantages of apertured films and soft, 
nonwoven cover layers in one structure while still being inherently hydrophilic. The liner comprises 
a web of wet-resilient, hydrophilic basesheet having a three-dimensional topography comprising 
elevated regions onto which hydrophobic matter is deposited or printed and a plurality of spaced 
apart depressed regions.
